County, City Transportation 
Revenues Fall Again 


State income for highways, roads, streets and other tran- 
sportation fell by 8.3 percent in the first quarter of 1982 com- 
pared to the same period of 1981, the Michigan Department of 
Transportation reported. , 

It was the ninth consecutive quarter in which revenues 
from fuel and weight taxes were down from the same quarter 
a year earlier. 

Reduced driving during the harsher-than-usual winter as 
well as the continuing recession and the growth in the num- 
ber of lighter-weight, more fuel-efficient autos all figured in 
the decline. 

Revenues for Crawford County fell about $20,000 from the 
same quarter last year. The county received $200,968 com- 
pared to $221,109 in the first quarter last year. Roscommon 
County revenues dropped about $23,000 and Otsego County 
funds dropped about $30,000. 

The City of Grayling received a cut of about $1,500. 
Gaylord revenues dropped about $2,000 and Roscommon 
about $700.

City Reduces Levy 1% Mills

The City of Grayling chopped another large 
chunk off their millage levy - reducing it 1.25 
mills from last year’s rate. 

The Grayling City Council approved the 
reduction May 24 when it passed its 1982-83 
budget. Since 1972 the city has lowered its levy 
six times - dropping the rate from 23.34 to 13.25 
mills. 

City Manager Jerry Morford said new indus- 
trial and residential growth in the city has 
allowed the city to keep cutting the millage. 
Recent growth includes A & R Forest Products 


60,000 of its federal sharing funds. About $100,000 


and Cobble Creek Apartments. Morford said in- 
vestment of city money also has been a signifi- 
cant factor in reducing the millage. 

Despite reducing the millage, the city plans 
on a street improvement program this summer 
totaling about $300,000. Morford said a good part 
of the project will be on streets south of the river. 
Last year the city spent approximately $300,000 
on street improvement largely in the area bet- 
ween Michigan Avenue and the AuSable River. 

The city will fund the street improvement 
with about $150,000 from income tax and $50- 


will come from a HUD community development 
block grant. 

Morford said the number of blocks in this 
year’s improvement program is uncertain yet 
because of the different prices needed to im- 
prove different blocks. He said sore blocks need 
more storm drainage work or need to be wider 
because of heavier traffic. He said the city is try- 
ing to improve streets in a complete area 
because the city gets more for its money from 
the contractor. If the contractor has to move 
around a lot to various streets, it costs more for 
the improvements.

Salling Lake~actually the 
backwaters of the AuSable 
River behind the Salling 
Dam — is located about a 
mile and a half northwest of 
Grayling. 

The petition to establish 
legal water levels is the first 
step in a process to pay for 
repairs for Salling Dam. A 
1980 U.S. Corps of Engineers 
study indicated the dam was 
in need of several repairs. 
Once legal levels have been

If a special assessment 
district is drawn, it could in- 
clude about 65 property 
owners from the dam to 
Pollack Bridge upstream.

Election Postponed

A vote to start a fire depar- 
tment in Beaver Creek 
Township has been post- 
poned from a proposed June 
7 election date. The Craw- 
ford County Election Com- 
mission turned down the 
township’s last-minute 
request for a June 7 election 
because it is too close to the 
annual June 14 school elec- 
tion. 

The vote to start a town- 
ship fire department will 
now probably take place on 


-. the August 10 primary elec- 


tion. The township held a 
public meeting Tuesday 


: night, June 1, to discuss a 


date for the election. 

The question put to town- 
ship voters on the election 
day will be on creating a 
special tax assessment 
district for the fire depart- 
ment. If the voters approve 
creating the special assess- 
ment district, then the town- 
ship will set a millage rate 
for funds to buy equipment, 
construct a building, and 
operate the department for 
one year. For the next year, 
a special fire department 
meeting will be held after 


the annual township meeting 
to discuss funds and decide 
on operation millage. 

Charles Gordon, chairman 
of a special Beaver Creek 
Township fire dept. commit- 
tee, said a tentative millage 
rate for the first year costs of 
buying equipment, construc- 
ting a building, and 
operating the dept. is around 
13 mills. That would 
generate approximately 
$173,000 for the fire depart- 
ment to build a three-bay 
building, buy a pumper and 
tanker truck, and train about 
20 volunteers among other 
costs. 

Gordon said a tentative 
site for the department has 
been selected if voters say go 
ahead with the department. 
He said a piece of state land 
near the intersection of M-76 
and Seven Mile Road would 
be the best place to serve the 
entire township. It borders 
on a black-top road and is in 
the middle of a network of 
roads to reach all parts of 
the township. 

The site also is between 
Four Mile Road and County 
Road 203 - two of only three 
roads that cross I-75 and 


U.S.-27. Only three roads in 
the township cross the two 
expressways so Gordon said 
it’s important to have access 
across. 

The site is in the eastern 
middle of the township, close 
to populated areas. The 
western part of the township 
is about 90 percent state and 
federal land. The new $60 
million Weyerhaeuser plant 
is about three miles from the 
tentative fire hall site. 

Gordon said interest in 
becoming a volunteer in the 
department has grown. Lee 
Riley, in charge of collecting 
volunteer applications has 
had 25 persons sign up as 
being interested in volun- 
teering. 

Seven other persons have 
been working with Gordon 
and Riley on the committee 
to study start-up plans for a 
fire dept. Art Rosenau, Paul 
Hill, Gary Parkinson, Andie 
Neilson, Carolyn Helsel, and 
JoEllen Bonnington serve 
on the committee and Ed 
Holtcamp, a Michigan State 
Police consultant.from Elk 
Lake, has provided informa- 
tion about starting a fire 
department.

state’s _ ‘‘circuit-breaker”’ 
formula on state income tax 
forms. 

Ostling said that the next 
two years will be crucial 
ones for Michigan. ‘“‘We have 
to find ways to put people to

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What Good Is 
God’s Law 
Romans 7:7-14 

As the doctrine of Sanctifi- 
cation unfolds, we were 
reminded in Romans chap- 
ter 6 that we are dead to sin. 
We were reminded in 
Romans 7:1-6 that we are 
also dead to God’s law. Now 
in Romans 7:7-14, God tells 
us the purpose of His law in 
contrast to our sanctifica- 
tion. 

First, God's law does not 
make us holy, but rather, 
shows us our sin and lust. 
“What shall we say then? Is 
the law sin? God forbid. 
Nay, I had not known sin, but 
by the law: for I had not 
known lust, except the law 
had said, Thou shalt not 
covet.” Romans 7:7, 

Second, God’s law does not 
make us holy, but rather, 
slirs up the sin nature within 
us. “But sin, taking occasion 
by the commandment, 
wrought in me all manner of 
concupiscence. For without 
the law sin was dead.” 
Romans 7:8. 

Third, our sin nature uses 
God’s law to deceive us and 
destroy us. “For I was alive 
without the law once: but 
when the commandment 
came, sin revived, and J 
died. And the command- 
ment, which was ordained to 
life, I found to be unto death. 
For sin, taking oceasion by 
the commandment, deceived 
me, and by it slew me.” 
Romans 7:9-11, 

Fourth, The reason God’s 
law cannot sanctify us is not 
the fault of God’s law. 
‘Wherefore the law is holy, 
and the commandment,

holy, and just, and good.” 
Romans 7:12. 

Fifth, the spiritual law of 
God cannot control the car- 
nal nature of the believer or 
Christian. “Was then that 
which is good made death 
unto ime? God forbid. But 
sin, that it might appear sin, 
working death in me by that 
which is good: that sin by the 
commandment might 
become exceeding — sinful. 
For we know that the law is 
spiritual: but I am carnal, 


sold under sin.’’ Romans 
7:18, 14. 
This Bible teaching of 


God's law in our sanctifica- 
tion stands in stark contrast 
to the normal practice of 
most churches. Most Chris- 
tians believe sanctification 
is evidenced by obedience to 
a list of do’s and don'ts, 
many of which are not even 
found in the Bible. When I 
was a boy, you could tell a 
“holiness” woman by her 
long hair worn in a bun on 
top of her head, no powder or 
make-up on her face, no 
jewelery, long skirts and 
dark stockings to hide her 
legs, long sleeves to cover 
her arms and a long list of 
do’s and don’ts to occupy 
their time. 

Laws and legalism do not 
produce sanctification. A 
sanctified person is dead to 
both sin and laws in his 
growth and development in 
holiness, (adv. )

The word retarded is 
gradually being eliminated 
from the vocabulary of ad- 
ministrators, classroom 
teachers, special education 
personnel, students, and 
parents. Words like main- 
streaming, resource room, 


emotionally handicapped, 
visually impaired, 
physically handicapped, 


etc., have replaced the word 
retarded, which became a 
catch all for everyone who 
had even the least handicap. 
Students are classified in the 
specific areas of treatment. 
Labeling a child is a practice 
that should be frowned upon 
as much as possible. 

Over a period of a few 
years, the stigma of being a 
student with special needs 
has gradually disappeared, 
where today normal studen- 
ts interminge freely with 
those who have special han- 
dicaps. A high percentage of 
special education students 
spend a good deal of time 
each day in the regular 
classrooms, going to resour- 
ce rooms only for special in- 
struction in academic areas 
where the need has been 
determined. 

Special education studen- 
ts, for the most part, are 
serviced by highly trained 
personnel, who make every 
effort to meet the specific 
needs of the child in a class- 
room situation where the 
numbers are restricted. 
Many times students have 
the opportunity of working in 
a one-to-one situation with a 
teacher or a trained aide. 

Placement of students in 
special education programs 
is done with full approval of 
parents or guardians, who 
serve as members of screen- 
ing committees and 
placement teams. 

Each child has goals, ob- 
jectives, and aspirations. A 
great deal of time and effort 
goes into the task of making 
the special education student 
feel good about himself. It is 
pointed ont to the student 
that he or she is like most 
people, all of whom have 
some sort of a handicap, and 
with concentrated effort, 
may be able to rid himself or 
herself of this difficulty. 

Classroom teachers work- 
ing closely with their special 
education counterparts can, 
and do, achieve greater 
heights of achievement for 
the student.

Kravit said the union had consis- 
tently denied there is any fiscal 
crisis and attempted to circumvent 
any effort to make state employees 


He also said the MSEA board’s 
action was incredulous, because the 
Human Services Unit - representing 
some 10,000 workers - had walked 
out of negotiations several weeks 
before reductions had been ordered. 

“A responsible union would be 
trying to protect its members. 
MSEA has been highly irresponsi- 
ble,” Kravit said. 

Meanwhile, the second largest 
state employee union - the American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees - ratified its 
contract concessions, which Gover- 
nor William G. Milliken said would 
save some $10 million over the two- 
year agreement.

Editor’s Mailbox 


I will vote yes for the 
millage request of 16.9 mills 
for a three year period. I 
have three reasons why I 
will do so. 

The first reason is to allow 
our superintendent and 
school board to focus more 
time on curriculum develop- 
ment and educational pro- 
grams. In the past four year, 
the entire spring and sum- 
mer is spent on millage elec- 
tions. By voting yes, our 
school board and ad- 
ministrators can focus on 
education - not elections. 

The second reason is to 
provide stability to our 
school district. With a three 
year millage request, our 
administrators and school 
board can do longer range 
planning. They will be able 
to depend on a _ certain 
amount of money and plan 
accordingly. 

The third reason I will vote 
yes is to Save money. Each 
election costs approximately 
$3500. Think of the dollars we 
have spent in the past four 
years on millage elections! 
By voting yes for a three 
year millage, we will save 
many dollars that can be 
spent for our children’s lear- 
ning needs. 

In closing, I know some 
people feel they will be

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber 


Wendell L. Hoover 
ark Interpreter 

Within the land of the 'Tall 
Timber, we are blessed with 
a hundred flowers or more. 
Not many parks can boast of 
having any wild orchids, but 
we have three species that 
find suitable habitat in which 
to grow, The earliest is the 
Stemless Lady Slipper, more 
commonly called the Moc- 
casin Flower, which has two 
dark green leaves (3 by 8 in- 
ches) and normally a single 
flower at the top of a tall 
stalk or scape. The flower is 
conspicuous mostly because 
of its inflated lip, which is 
two inches or more long, 
pink or sometimes white, 
and marked with dark vein- 
like lines. The three sepals 
are preenish-purple, some 
two inches long, with the 
lateral ones united. 

The Moccasin Flower 
favors sandy soil which is 
likely to be slightly acid. 
While the leaves can be 
found most of the year, the 
flower appears in late May 
and early June. This particu- 
lar flower is protected by 
State Jaw and its sap which 
will cause a poison ivy-like 
rash. There are several 
common names applied to 
this flower in different parts 
of its range, such as Noah’s 
Ark, Squirrel’s — Shoes, 
Camel’s Foot, Nerveroot, 
Old Goose, Indian Moccasin, 
and Two Lips. This is the 
reason why botanists like to 
use the Latin name ‘‘Cypri- 
pedium acaule.”’

Plan Vegetable Garden With 
Food Preservation In Mind

Ext. Home Ec. 


There’s more to home 
gardening than simply plant- 
ing the crops. 

When planning what you'll 
plant in your vegetable gar- 
den, think about how you'll 
preserve the harvest for 
year-round enjoyment. 
Some vegetables .are best 
canned, others are best 
frozen and some are good 
either way. 

Tomatoes and beets-plain 
or pickled - make especially 
good canned products. 
Asparagus, snap beans, lima 
beans, peas, carrots, corn, 
Spinach, and summer and 
winter squash may be suc- 
cessfully canned or frozen. 

Idible-podded peas, such 
as snow peas and Sugar Snap 
peas, should be frozen. Can- 
ning them would destroy the 
crispness for which they are 


prized. 
Broccoli, Brussels, 
sprouts, cauliflower, cab- 


bage, rutabagas and turnips 
usually discolor and develop 
a strong flavor when can- 
ned. This is why none of 
them are canned commer- 
cially toany great extent. 

Cabbage may be frozen or 
fermented into sauerkraut 
and then canned. Cabbage 
harvested jate in the season, 
when the weather has turned 
cool, may be stored, without 
processing in a root cellar. 

Root cellar storage is also 
a good way to preserve 
potatoes, carrots, onions and 
winter squash.
